evening. 
T o n ig h t Dr. Riley has announced 
aa his su b ject. “ W hy th e K aiser W ill 
N ever Rule the W orld.” 
In view of 
the K aiser’s faith In him self on this 
im p o rta n t point and th a t his w orks 
a lc as \ig o ro u s aa his faith , proof of 
th e final failu re 
of 
his 
am bitions 
o u g h t to be welcom e as well as In te r­ 
esting. 
Dr. 
Riley 
vs ill 
speak 
of 
course from th e 
Bible 
stan d p o in t 
only. 
T he conference was opened by Rev. 
P. Alfred P eterson, president of the 
M in isterial 
association. 
Dr. 
Riley 
h ad beet* d etained in M inneapolis on 
sh o rt notice, but Dr. P ierce arrived 
ahead c f tho expected schedule to fill 
his place. 
T he opening address of the c o n fe r­ 
ence was t iv* n briefly by Rev. Ja n < 
P. W elliver. who, because 
of 
b 's 
union Bible class w ork, is no longer 
a G ra n g e r in B rainerd. 
In o u tlin in g 
th e g en eral th o u g h t of th e prophetic 
H*udle.« of th e conference Mr. Wei li­ 
ver r c f e n a d to th e sta te m e n t of th* 
A postle Paul in th e Book of Acts, 
th a t th e ru lers of Israel m ade a great 
b lu n d e r because they did not g rasp 
th e m e an in g of th e prophecies. T hat 
b lu n d e r was th e rejection and cru c i­ 
fixion of C hrist, in o th e r words, the 
failu re to u n d e rsta n d his person and 
his m ission. 
T h e cause of th a t fail­ 
u re was th e in ab ility to see any n e ­ 
cessity for th e w ork of the < rn- 
in 
m ak in g a to n em en t for th e sins of the 
world. 
T h e ru le rs of Israel had become 
self rig h te o u s had perfected a system 
of in te rp re ta tio n s of S crip tu re w hich 
to th em w as perfect, bu* w hich in 
th e sight of God am o u n ted only to an 
evsvaton of th e law. 
Mes-.iab’f h u m il­ 
iation and sacrifice w ere p lainly for* 
told. b u t th a t did not fit th e ir a m ­ 
bitious conceptions. 
T hey w anted a 
d eliverance from th e ii (roan yoke, 
and expected th** chief place*- in a 
carnal kingdom . 
T h e work of Christ 
for th e ir reg e n e ra tio n they had for 
g otten the need long ago. 
F o r this 
causes they missed the m eaning of 
th e ir first 
v isitatio n s and ar** st TI 
suffering th e consequences of th e ir 
aw fu l m istake. 
And exactly as th ey could se*- tw o 
com ings in th e prophecies an d ac 
cepted th e one th a t suited th e ir p u r ­ 
pose and rejected th e other, so may 
C h ristendom today see plainly told 
two com ings of C h rist of w hich erne 
is fulfilled, the o th e r 
in 
sim ilarly 
pfafn ^language 
foretold. 
He who does not see th e reality of 
th a t second com ing fails to 
see 
It 
m erely because he looks to h u m a n 
agency for the w orld's perfectin g and 
sees no need of th e rev o lu tio n ary p ro ­ 
ceeding involved in a 
coining 
of 
C hrist is ju d g m en t. 


This is exactly th e erro r 
of 
the 
scribes and P h arisees of old. and It 
too Is caused by th e failu re to gra p 
the u n d erly in g tr u th of h u m a n sin 
and need. 
“ Tell me w hat a m an be­ 
lieves ab o u t sin .” said an old divine. 
“ and I will w rite you his theology.” 
A w onderful sta te m e n t, but not e x ­ 
aggerated. 
H** who looks for h u m an 
perfection th ro u g h ev o lu tio n a ry p ro ­ 
cesses does so because he has no ad e ­ 
q u ate conception of h u m a n depravity, 
exactly as th e scholastics of Israel 
crucified th e Savior w ho should m ake 
an ato n em e n t for them th a t they u t ­ 
te rly raw no need for. 


The g rea t u n d erly in g principles of 
P re-M illenniallsm w ere 
o utlined 
as 
follows: an in e rra n t, inspired Bible. 
a divine Savior, a s u p e rn a tu ra l s a l­ 
vation, and a ra tio n a l and sincere 
system of Biblical in te rp re ta tio n . 


On th e last point 
em phasis 
was 
laid th e sp eak e r po in tin g out th a t the 
second com ing of C h rist ii a ca rd in al 
d o ctrin e of th e Bible, s a n d i n g side 
by side w ith the doctrines of sin, ^al- 
v aton. ato n em e n t, faith , etc. 
One 
verse in every tw en ty five 
in 
th e 
New T estam en t is given to th e su b ­ 
ject. 
It is rapidly 
becom ing 
th e 
touch sto n e of orthodoxy, and upon 
its Issues men m ust tak e a stan d one 
w ay or th e oth er. 


No fu n d a m e n ta l d o ctrin e of th e 
S c rip tu res has been left to th e u n c e r­ 
ta in ty of figurative u tteran ce. 
Sin. 
th e fall. C h rist's person and w ork. 
f a ith and reg en eratio n , w hile often 
show n fo rth in types an d shadow s 
are never felt to th a t m ean of expres- 


ion 
W ere every word of figurative 
lan g u ag e elim inated from S c rip tu re 
th ere would still rem ain these tr u th s 
in th e ir full force. 
T his he asserted 
i* also tru e of th e grea t d o ctrin e of 
the second com ing of C hrist in glory 
and in ju d g m en t. 


Dr. Pierce found th e h e a rts of his 
audience from the first word, sp e a k ­ 
ing from th e them e, “ The R evelation 
of the F a th e r th ro u g h th e Son.” 
He 
prefaced his address w ith five rules 
for S crip tu re ♦ xerosis, 
w hich, 
he 
ald, m ust apply to the exegesis of 
..ny piece of lite ratu re , w h e th e r a 
law hook or 
a 
le tte r 
from 
your 
m other, or th*- Bible. 


T here m ust be th e pro p er g rasp of 
tile historical settings. 
The m e a n in g 
of the words used m ust he a s c e rta in ­ 
ed accurately. 
T here m ust be th e 
rhetorical exegesis, or, a proper u n ­ 
d e m a n d in g of the w rite r’s in ten tio n 
T h ere m ust be the logical exegesis. 
or a proper u n d e rsta n d in g of th e con­ 
text. 
Finally th e re m ust be th e p ra c ­ 
tical exegesis. 
The sp e ak e r c a u tio n ­ 
ed ag a in st b rin g in g 
o u r 
p r e c o n ­ 
ceived theories to th e Bible. 
“ I rom e 
to the Bible fin* w hat It b rin g s to me, 
and I aim to bring n o th in g of my 
ow n to the Bible,'* he said. 


A second com ing of C h rist to th* 
world would not be a th in g readily 
m an u factu red to o rder. 
It is not n a t ­ 
ural to the th o u g h ts of men. 
R evela­ 
tion m ust suggest It. 
The develop­ 
ment th eo ry Is m uch m ore In accord­ 
ant*- with n atu re , and for th a t re a ­ 
son men do not n a tu ra lly th in k of a 
g rea t cataclysm . 


T he sp e ak er disavow ed, and pro p ­ 
erly, m any prophetic te ac h in g s of the 
day. 
He branded them as too de­ 
tailed and too sure. 
P rophecy is at 
best an o u tlin e map. 
It is a sketch 
a shadow'. 
Albeit it is an ac cu rate 
and inspired sketch, perfect as far it 
goes. 
But if does not fill In g rea t 
am o u n ts of detail. 


II** av erred th a t the s ta te m e n ts of 
th** Billie which 
spoke of a n o th e r 
m a n ifesta tio n cif C hrist 
in 
person 
could not by any correct law of in- 
te rp re ta tlo n be* m ade o th e r th a n lit­ 
eral. 
T h ere is no poetry in th e book 
of Acts. 
And so w ith m any o th e r 
portions w here this tr u th La spoken. 
"I do not believe C hrist will Come 
t*i reign in the condition in w hich he 
walked the e a rth , 
I believe he will 
come In glory, in perfect m a n ife sta ­ 
tion of the F a th e r.’ 


Dr. P ierce here took up th e illu s­ 
tratio n by w hich he proposed to lay 
fo u n d atio n s for th is tru th .

is th e revelation of th** F ath e r. 
T he 
first c h a p te rs of John. H ebrew s nnd 
CollOhians u n ite in estab lish in g this 
fact. 
T he fulness of th e godhead 
bodily dw ells in C hrist. 
C hrist lr 
perfect h u m a n ity . 
He Is also perfect 
deity. 
I n* not ask how th is can be. 
It Is foolish to throw aside a fact be­ 
cause we do not see how it can In* 
Edison says th a t he now know s le.sa 
about how electricity works th an he 
did when he first began Ills work with 
it. I do n o t know how th** bread and 
meat are ch an g ed to flesh and bones, 
hut I hav«* good evidence th a t th e are, 
and I shall not be so foolish as to 
stop ea tin g because of th at m yater- 
ous “ how ." 


H ere th e sp e ak er delved Into Home 
of the deepest th in g s of the Bible 
about th e person of Christ 
as the 
m a n ifesta tio n of the F a th e r, saying 
th a t th e re never baa been ami never 
will he any o th e r m a n ifestatio n of 
God the fa th e r or of th e godhead, 
ftxcopt the Son. 
T h e clim ax of the 
m essage was reached in the o u tlin in g 
of three historical and

T he first was th ro u g h creation. By 
these w orks, done th ro u g h the Son, 
til* ete rn a l pow er and d iv in ity of God 
were manifested^

before God. 
T he second wa* the a p ­ 
pearance of God. recorded in th e Old 
T estam ent, th ro u g h

Son,

preexistent C hrist. 
The 
th ird was the in carn atio n , w hen God 
was m anifested In hu m an fl ssh in th e 
person of Jesus H is Son. 
The fo u rth , 
th e final and clim acteric m anifests* 
ton of the godhead will be in the sec­ 
ond and glorious advent of C hrist, 
com ing in th e fulness of the F a th e r * 
glory to m an ifest Him to th e world.

Copenhagen, June l l . — In denounc­

ed In opissing the Horah amendment 
which h u h upheld by the author and 
Senator Kellogg of Minnesota. 
Demands Open 
Peace Treaty. 
The opponents declared the priori 
pal evil of secret diplomacy is secrecy 
concerning treaties actually consute 
mated, which does not obtain in tills 
country. 
Senator Knox said negotia 
lion of treaties In public is impractl 
cal; that statem ents made in open dis­ 
cussion of treaties might prejudice Ilia 
nation's Interests. 
Senator Borah insisted 
the peace 
treaty to end the world war must In- 
made with all the peoples of all the 
nations concerned buying full inform;! 
tion and giving their approval to the 
terms, while Senator Kellogg declared 
the country could not afford to go on 
record now in favor of secret diplo­ 
macy. 
“ With till* appalling world calamity 
brought on by the sordid ambitions 
and secret machinations of (lie tier 
man ruling d y nasty .' Senator Kellogg 
said, “with all our pretenses about 
publicity. I am not willing to cast my 
vote in favor of a system whit h is 
today receiving the condemnation of 
the civilized world. 
There never has 
been a time when our action would 
have had as much influence in shaping 
the destiny of nations as at present. 
“ No one claims that the executive 
agents in negotiating a treaty should 
daily publish to the world all of their 
proceedings. 
But the Senate cannot 
afford ut this time to go on record be­ 
fore the world in favor of secret di­ 
plomacy. 
“It is said that the open considera­ 
tion of treaties in the Senate might 
offend foreign powers. 
So long as the 
system of secret negotiation of treaties 
is continued, foreign powers may have 
some ground for complaint if we con­ 
sider ours in the open. 
“ But what we should aim to remove 
Is the system, and foreign powers will 
be more cautious in making their trea­ 
ties and more scrupulous In their main, 
tenancy if they are made in »he light 
of the world, where the reasons there­ 
fore are understood by tile people of 
the several countries, and I believe 
the danger of offending foreign coun­ 
tries is small.”
